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FOREWORD 


In 1958, a report was prepared describing the first ten years of the training 
program of the National Institute of Mental Health. In the four years since that 
report was prepared, the training program—particularly the training grants 
program—has grown considerably. In addition, certain data have become 
available through machine processing which allows for a more extensive analy¬ 
sis of the total training grants program from its inception in Fiscal Year 1948 
through 1961. The present report, therefore, provides a more comprehensive 
picture of the training grants program than has been available before. 

This report is one of a series on mental health training grant activity being 
prepared by the Training Branch of the National Institute of Mental Health. 
Related reports already issued or planned for future issuance include studies of 
program activities within selected mentahhealth disciplines, and surveys of for¬ 
mer trainees supported under NIMH training grants. Also planj^ed for fumre 
issuance are periodic reports similar to the present one, to be done for sub¬ 
sequent groups of years. j

Introduction 

The problem of mental illness has been increasingly 
recognized in recent years as one of major national 
concern. With identification of this problem has 
come a growing awareness of the necessity for 
providing mental health workers adequately trained 
to perform teaching, research and treatment services. 
Authority for a program intended to aid in meeting 
this need was stated in the Public Health Service 
Act as amended by the National Mental Health Act 
in 1946. Under this authority, grants of funds are 
awarded to public and private non-profit institutions 
to assist in the establishment, expansion, and im¬ 
provement of training programs in the various 
professional disciplines of the mental health field. 

Basic information concerning numbers and amounts 
of grants awarded in each training discipline has been 
published in a series of annual reports titled “Mental 
Health Training Grant Awards,’’ which began with 
the awards for fiscal year 1959. This series, present¬ 
ing data by State and training institution, supple¬ 
ments Part II of the annual publication, “Public 
Health Service Grants and Awards by the National 
Institutes of Health.’’ ^ 

A more comprehensive report, describing the 
development of these programs during the first ten 
years of operation, was prepared in 1958 for the 
Subcommittee on Labor-Health, Education, and 
Welfare of the Senate Appropriations Committee. 2 
Included in that report were a review of the use of 
grant funds awarded during the 1947-1957 period, 
the findings of a follow-up survey of NIMH trainee- 
ship recipients during the same period, and an 
analysis of the research fellowship and career in¬ 
vestigator (mental health research work) programs. 
Finally, the report appraised the training needs of

the National Institute of Mental Health for the 
succeeding five years. It was thus an attempt to 
review the entire range of training activities of the 
Institute at that time. 

The present report is intended neither to replace 
nor to supplement, but rather to complement, the 
previous report. It deals only with training activities 
supported by grants to training institutions; it is 
not concerned with the research fellowship or other 
direct training programs. l Neither does it include 
information from studies of individual trainees, 
reported elsewhere. 2 Since the previous report 
described the various areas of activity carried out 
during the first ten years of operations, the present 
report in its description of program developments 
focuses on those activities initiated since publication 
of the ten-year report and those which had been 
recently introduced at that time. 

The primary purpose of the present report, however, 
is to analyze in some detail the data now available 
concerning trends in the allocation of awards during 
the entire period of operation of the training grants 
programs. Over the past few years there has been a

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growing need for more current information relating 
to these programs. This increasing need exists in 
part because of the introduction of new areas of 
training activity, but also because three-fourths of 
the total funds awarded from 1948 through 1961 
were provided during the last five years of this 
period. Present indications are that the rapid 
growth of the total mental health training program 
experienced in recent years will be maintained or 
even accelerated over the next several years, thus 
intensifying the need for analysis of past activity as 
a guide to achieving maximum effectiveness from 
the increased resources which may become available 
in the future. 

The data in this report are taken from grant 
applications submitted by the training institutions, 
and from statements of award and related documents 
used to notify those institutions of the results of 
review action. Since the ten-year report was pre¬ 
pared, a substantial volume of additional information 
has become available from these sources through the 
use of automatic data processing. It is this infor¬ 
mation upon which the present report is based. 


History of Program Development 

Funds were first made available for the training 
program of the National Institute of Mental Health 
in July 1947. The primary aim of this program 
has been directed toward increasing as rapidly as 
possible the number of specialists and improving 
the quality of training in the generally recognized 
mental health disciplines. To accomplish this aim, 
grants are awarded to medical schools, universities, 
and other training centers to pay for teaching costs 
and the cost of trainee stipends. 

When the training program of the National 
Institute of Mental Health began, it concentrated 
in an effort to cope with the overwhelming demand 
for trained clinical specialists. In more recent years, 
however, the program has grown much beyond that 
level of operation. A first, support was confined to 
training for specialists in the major mental health 
disciplines plus a modest amount of support for the 
training of research personnel. As new needs became 
apparent and as new opportunities arose for meeting 
the basic problems oJf mental health and mental 
illness, training support was extended into new areas. 
In 1949, two years after the training program began, 
a new series of grants was initiated for the support of 
efforts to improve teaching methods in the basic 


mental health disciplines and to develop training 
projects in other mental health areas such as al¬ 
coholism, gerontology, and mental retardation. 

In the next two years, during 1950 and 1951, four 
other new areas of support were developed. The 
first of these provides grants to medical schools and 
schools of osteopathy to enable them to establish, 
expand and improve psychiatric teaching programs, 
and was designed to equip the general physician with 
a more adequate knowledge for dealing with emo¬ 
tional problems in his patients. This has become 
an important part of the total program because it 
has served to expand the introduction of psychiatric 
principles into medical training at a time when 
these principles are most likely to become a funda¬ 
mental part of the physician ’ s professional orientation. 

The second new area, grants to schools of public 
health for strengthening the mental health content 
of the curriculum in these schools, has helped to 
place additional emphasis on the mental health 
aspects of public health and has provided support 
for training of psychiatrists, psychologists, social 
workers, and psychiatric and public health nurses 
to equip them to contribute to community health 
programs. Two other new program areas were 
initiated in 1951, one in pediatric psychiatry and one 
in neurology. The first of these was terminated 
after a three-year period in which it had accomplished 
the experimental purposes for which it was developed; 
the second was transferred to the National Institute 
of Neurological Diseases and Blindness in 1954. 

After the first five years of operation, the Institute 
made a comprehensive appraisal of its training 
programs. It was decided at that time to take 
active steps toward ensuring further growth in the 
nation’s capacity to train needed mental health 
workers. As a result of these decisions, and with 
increased annual appropriations, it has been possible 
to expand the training program far beyond its 
original scope. The following are some of the 
more important areas of support which have been 
added to the program since 1952: (1) Pilot projects, 
to stimulate the development of new and experi¬ 
mental methods of teaching in the field of mental 
health and to support projects to evaluate teaching 
and training methods in the mental health disci¬ 
plines. These pilot projects arc also provided to 
support special training programs in such significant 
mental health areas as juvenile delinquency, mental 
retardation, geriatrics, and alcoholism where there 
are serious needs for trained personnel. (2) Grants 
for Career Teachers, to encourage persons with 
exceptional potentiality to choose careers in teaching 
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and to provide support for them during the training 
period. (3) Senior stipends, to provide advanced 
training for individuals of outstanding competence 
in order to improve their potential for making a 
significant contribution as teacher, researcher, or 
administrator in the mental health field. (4) Psf- 
chiatric teaching for undergraduate nursing students, 
to equip nurses to deal with the emotional aspects 
of health and illness and to increase the potential 
pool of nurses interested in graduate training in 
psychiatric nursing. (5) Part-time medical student 
stipends to provide support for extracurricular 
experience in psychiatric research or clinical work. 
This last is part of a continuing effort to introduce 
psychiatric teaching and experience early in the 
training sequence and thus to stimulate greater 
numbers of students to specialize in the mental 
health field. 

Within the past three years, as a result of continued 
increasing annual appropriations, it has been possible 
to initiate and expand a number of other areas of 
support which further broaden the operation of the 
program. One of the more important developments 
has been expansion in the area of research training. 
Such expansion had been an unfulfilled goal of the 
training program for a number of years. As men¬ 
tioned previously, the urgencies of alleviating serious 
shortages in clinical personnel demanded first priority 
in the earlier years. 

Beginning in 1957, a series of program develop¬ 
ments marked a broadened effort to support research 
training for mental health workers. Training grants 
were awarded on a pilot basis to a few medical 
schools and universities for the training of biological 
and social scientists in the field of mental illness. 
In 1959 these pilot grants were incorporated into 
the newly established program areas of research 
training in the biological sciences and the social 
sciences. Grants were made available in these areas 
to develop a greater number of investigators capable 
of conducting basic and clinical research which may 
lead to more effective treatment of mental illness 
and a better understanding of the underlying factors 
in mental health. Grants are now available for 
programs oriented to the training of research person¬ 
nel from the biological and social sciences for research 
careers in the mental health field, and for programs to 
train psychiatrists, psychologists, psychiatric social 
workers and psychiatric nurses in the research 
techniques and methods of the biological and social 
sciences. 


A program of broadened support in psychology 
was inaugurated in 1958, to provide grants- for 
doctoral programs oriented to the training of research 
personnel in areas such as personality, child, phys¬ 
iological, social, and experimental psychology. 
Support was also offered for projects designed to 
train psychologists for research as well as service 
roles in special areas such as mental retardation, 
geriatrics, juvenile delinquency, and school and 
community health. In addition to these new 
research training programs, there have been efforts 
toward further development of research training at 
the graduate level in psychiatry, psychology, social 
work, and nursing. Further, the programs in 
psychiatry, social work, and nursing have broadened 
with increased support in child psychiatry, school 
social work, and child psychiatry in nursing. 

A new and increasingly important area of support 
is a program begun in 1959 to bring more psychiatric 
training and education to the physician in general 
practice. The general practitioner has an important 
role in the maintenance of mental health and in 
recognizing mental illness among his patients. 
There has long been a need for sufficient psychiatric 
education to enable these physicians to deal more 
effectively with the emotional problems related to 
illness. In response to this need, specifically ear¬ 
marked funds were appropriated in 1959 for a program 
whose purpose was twofold: (1) To foster the develop¬ 
ment and expansion of postgraduate courses, in¬ 
stitutes, and seminars in psychiatry for physicians 
in the practice of medicine other than psychiatry. 
These courses are intended to increase the com¬ 
petence of physicians to continue practicing in 
their own field. (2) To provide support at an 
adequate level for psychiatric residency training for 
physicians in practice who wish to become psy¬ 
chiatrists. With growing interest in this program, 
substantially increased funds were awarded in I960 
and 1961, and the program continues to be received 
enthusiastically in the field. 

Another new program of support was initiated 
in 1960 for teaching in human behavior for medical 
students. The purpose of this support is to develop 
training programs in medical schools leading toward 
the integration of the behavioral sciences into the 
education of the modern physician. This type of 
training is intended to bring more scientific knowl¬ 
edge to the student and thus provide a broader 
scientific base for his understanding of human 
behavior. 
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Characteristics of Program Operations 
Pattern of Program Growth 

Total Program: In fiscal year 1948, the first year of 
the NIMH training grant program, about $1.1 
million was awarded for the support of training 
projects. From this beginning level, annual awards 
for training reached $6.2 million for fiscal year 1956 
(Table 1). Almost twice this amount was provided 
in the 1957 awards, with further growth continuing 
until, by 1961, the level of support had reached more 
than $28 million, or more than double the amount 
provided in 1957. Three-fourths of the total funds 
awarded since the start of the training program were 
awarded between 1957 and 1961. i 
Except for fiscal years 1953-1955, as seen in Table 
1, the amoimt of funds appropriated for the training 
program has increased substantially each year. 
Sixty-two grants were made to support training 
projects in 44 institutions in fiscal year 1948. In 
1961, 907 grants were awarded for mental health 
training programs in 305 institutions. Like the 
total amount of fund awarded, the number of projects 
supported has increased each year except in 1953. ^ 
In recent years, the average award per grant has also 
increased. From the start of the program through 
fiscal year 1956, the average award ranged from about 
$15,000 to $18,000. With the increased funds made 
available in 1957 and the years since, this average 
had risen to $31,000 per grant by fiscal year 1961. 
This increase in average amount of grant is due in 
part to the introduction and development of certain 
of the newer programs in which relatively large 
awards have been made. Primarily, however, it 
reflects the growth in size of awards in the “core” 
disciplines which have accounted for the bulk of all 
training funds awarded thus far. 

lAental Health Trainee Stipends: Forty percent of 
the mental health training funds awarded from 1948 
through 1961 were for graduate trainee stipends. 
These stipends accounted for 35 percent of the total 
funds awarded from 1948 through 1956, 42 percent 
of total awards between 1957 and 1961, and 46

year. Annual rates for stipends in each year of 
graduate or residency training in each of the mental 
health disciplines are shown in Appendix Table 44. 

As is seen in Table 2 and in Figure 1, the average 
amount of stipend has also increased. In the earlier 
years, graduate trainee stipends averaged about 
$2,000. For the years 1957-1961, the average award 
increased to $3,200, and exceeded $3,800 in fiscal 
year 1961. This increase reflects first the fact that 
the g nn nal rate for stipends in the intermediate 
levels was increased and a new and higher level was 
established in fiscal year 1960. It further reflects 
the fact that in programs other than psychiatry an 
additional amount, which averaged about $600 per 
stipend, was made available in 1960 for tuition and 
fee^, and is included as a part of the stipend. Also 
involved is the introduction of certain of the newer 
programs (biological sciences, career teacher, and 
psychiatric training of general practitioners, for 
example) in which stipends are awarded at relatively 
high levels.

Average stipend amounts are compared with 
average teaching cost per trainee in Figure 1. It 
will be noted that the average teaching cost tended 
to decline from the early years of the program until 
1957. The sharp drop in 1957 reflects the fact 
that funds awarded for stipends in that year provided 


for doubling the number of trainees supported, 
without a corresponding increase in funds provided 
for teaching. In the years since, both of these 
elements of cost have risen. The total cost per 
graduate trainee, including both the cost for teaching 
and the stipend amount, increased from about $5,200 
in 1948 to about $7,250 in 1961. This increase is 
due entirely to the increase in stipend costs. Average 
teaching cost per trainee in 1961, as seen in Figure 1, 
approximated very closely the cost with which the 
program began in 1948. 

Distribution of Awards by Category of Training 

When initiated in fiscal year 1948, the training 
program provided funds primarily for graduate 
training in the four “core” disciplines and for the 
support of mental health content in the curriculum of 
schools of public health. Psychiatric training of 
medical students was begun two years later, with 
support of mental health training for undergraduate 
nurses beginning in 1956. More than three-fourths 
of the funds awarded in the NIMH training program 
from 1948 through 1961 were for training in the 
graduate programs. i Included are the major core 
programs in psychiatry, psychology, social work, and 
psychiatric nursing. 

About one-sixth of the funds awarded were for 
undergraduate (prebaccalaureate) teaching in psy¬ 
chiatric nursing and for the psychiatric teaching of 
medical students. Four percent of the total funds 
awarded during this period were for the support of 
pilot projects, while smaller percentages were 
allotted to the career teacher and senior stipend 
programs and to special grants (Table 3). These 
percentages are obviously influenced by the length 
of time that programs in the various training cate¬ 
gories have been in operation. 

Distribution of Awards by Training Discipline 

Total Program: The training grant program began 
with support for the training of psychiatrists, 
clinical psychologists, psychiatric social workers, 
and psychiatric nurses, in accordance with a fixed 
formula for the distribution of grant funds. As

including research training, school psychology, and 
the special areas of aging, community mental health, 
and mental retardation. Over the entire period 
from 1948 through 1961, training programs in 
psychology received 15 percent of the total funds 
awarded. In psychology, as in the other major 
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areas of training, the actual amount of funds provided 
each year has increased very substantially during 
the period covered by the present report. 

A similar pattern is seen in the training of psy¬ 
chiatric social workers. In the earlier years of the 
training grants program, this area of training received 
from 16 to 20 percent of total program awards, while 
psychiatric social work in more recent years has 
accounted for 12 to 13 percent of all funds awarded. 
Here again, the change is in part offset by the in¬ 
troduction of support for newer mental health 
training programs in the social work field, such as 
school social work, juvenile delinquency, corrections, 
aging, and family and child welfare. For the 
entire period from 1948 through 1961, social work 
received 15 percent of the funds awarded. 

Also somewhat similar is the pattern of develop¬ 
ment of the training program in psychiatric nursing. 
The graduate training program, allotted from 15 to 
18 percent of all funds available in the earlier years 
of NIMH training awards, received from six to 
seven percent of the total grants awarded in more 
recent years. With the undergraduate program 
included, however, training in psychiatric nursing 
has accounted for 12 percent of the total training 
awards from 1948 through 1961. 

The proportion of awards accounted for by other 
areas of mental health training (^the general practi¬ 
tioner program in psychiatry and other of the newer 
areas) increased from only a few percent each year 
in the early years of the program to more than one- 
fourth of the total funds awarded in 1961, As is 
seen in Table 4, biological sciences, pilot projects, 
and public health have been among the largest of 
these newer areas in terms of the proportion of total 
awards received. In reference to the trend patterns 
mentioned above, it must be noted that because of 
certain administrative procedures followed in allocat¬ 
ing funds to advance project’ period dates, figures 
given for fiscal year 1961 are not wholly comparable 
with data shown for preceding years. 

Trends in the numbers of trainee stipends awarded 
annually in each of the core disciplines are shown in 
Figure 2. It will be noted that numerous shifts 
have occurred in the ranking of the major disciplines 
in terms of the numbers of stipends awarded each 
year. Psychiatric nursing, graduate psychiatry, and 
social work have each provided the largest numbers 
of awards in one or more of the years represented. 

Throughout the period here considered, 3,894 
traineeships were awarded for graduate training in 
psychiatry, exclusive of the general practitioner 
training program (Table 5). Slightly fewer trainee- 


ships were provided for the mental health training 
of social workers. More than 2,900 traineeships 
were given in psychology, while psychiatric nhrsing 
received 2,571. These numbers of stipend awards 
made during the life of the program substantially 
exceed the numbers of individual trainees supported. 
The reason for this difference is that a number of 
trainees receive support for more than one academic 
year. Table 5 also shows this relationship. The 
average trainee in graduate psychiatry received 1.8 
stipends, while trainees in psychology and in psy¬ 
chiatric nursing were awarded an average of about 1.5 
stipends. Those in social work, with the shortest 
average period of trainee support among the major 
disciplines, received about 1.2 stipend awards per 
individual trainee. 

Distribution of Awards by Geographic 
Region, Division and State 

Regional Distribution of Awards: More than one-third 
(37 percent) of all training funds provided during 
the period 1948-1961 were awarded to training 
institutions in the Northeast region of the .United 
States. One-fourth of all awards were to institutions 
in the North Central states, while those in the 
South received slightly less than one-fourth of the 
total. Except for a small amount of grant support 
to Puerto Rico, the balance of training funds (15 
percent) were awarded to institutions in the West. 
This distribution of awards is compared to the 
population of each region' in Table 6. 

Also shown in Table 6 are the proportions of 
training funds received by institutions in each of 
nine geographic divisions of the United States, and 
the distribution of population by region and division.^

lastitiitions in the Middle Atlantic States (^chie^ 
New York and Pennsylvania) were awarded the 
largest proportion of total funds. The New England 
States, comprising 5.8 percent of the I960 U.S. 
population, received 15 percent of the total training 
funds awarded through fiscal year 1961. Ranking 
next in amount of funds awarded were the East 
North Central States (with 14 percent of total 
awards), and the South Atlantic. Those groups 
of States receiving the smallest proportions of total 
training funds between 1948 and 1961 were the 
Mountain, the East South Central, and the West 
South Central. 

The amount of fimds awarded has varied widely 
amont the States, as shown in Figure 3. These 
differences are largely a function of the availability 
of mental health training facilities. Of about $130 
million provided from 1948 through 1961, 47 percent 
has gone to support mental health training in New 
York, Massachusetts, California, Pennsylvania, and 
Illinois, each of which received more than $6 million 
in grant awards during that period. Nine States 
and the District of Columbia have received about 
two-thirds of the total funds awarded in the same 
period. Total awards between $1 million and $6 
million were received by institutions in io States and 
the District of Columbia, while 21 other States and 
Puerto Rico were each given training support 
amounting to less than $1 million. The remaining 
States of Alaska, Idaho, Nevada, and Wyoming 
had not received an award under this program. The

geographic distribution of awards may be seen more 
clearly in Figure 4; funds awarded in each State 
during the period from 1948 through 1961 are given 
by fiscal year in Appendix Table 17. 

Training programs were supported in 21 States and 
the District of Columbia in 1948, the first year of 
NIMH training grant awards. By 1954, awards 
were made to training institutions in 13 additional 
States and in Puerto Rico. From funds available 
in 1961, programs were supported in 44 States, the 
District of Columbia, and Puerto Rico. 

Numbers of training projects supported during 
the 14 year period show a distribution among the 
various States similar to the distribution of total 
funds awarded, since the one is, in general, a function 
of the other. These numbers of projects are compared 
with the total amounts of awards to each State in 
Figure 3. 

During the total period of the training program 
through 1961, 43 percent of all projects were con¬ 
ducted by training institutions in those five States 
which accounted for 47 percent of the total funds 
awarded. Sixty percent of the total number of 
training projects were carried out by those nine 
States and the District of Columbia which received 
65 percent of all funds awarded for . mental health 
training during this period. 

Funds awarded in each area of training are dis¬ 
tributed by geographic region in Table 7. The 
distribution of awards in each of the major dis¬ 
ciplines tends, as would be expected, to follow the 
pattern of total program awards. Certain variations 
of interest are to be seen, however. Thus, the 
South received a larger portion of training funds in 
the undergraduate programs in psychiatry and 
psychiatric nursing than did any other geographic 
division, and a somewhat smaller proportion of 
funds for training in psychology. Almost half of all 
training funds in the social sciences, in public health, 
and in pilot projects have been provided in the 
Northeast. In the biological sciences, one of the 
newer programs, training has been largely concen¬ 
trated in one institution in the Northeast and another 
in the West. 

The regional distribution of training funds in the 
major disciplines is compared with the distribution 
of total program awards and also with population 
in Figure 5- Here again it is seen that awards in 
the major disciplines reflect the pattern of allocation 
of total program funds. In relation to population, 
the Northeast received more than its proportionate 
share of training support, while the South received 
somewhat less.

The distribution of trainee stipend awards in each 
geographic region is compared with the distribution 
of population in Figure 6. As would be anticipated 
from the pattern of total program awards, training 
institutions in the Northeast have been awarded the 
largest numbers of stipends. Numbers of traineeship 
awards in the North Central region and in the West 
have been in approximate proportion to the popula¬ 
tion of those regions, while the South has been less 
adequately represented. 

Annual trainee stipend awards are distributed by 
geographic region and by training area in Table 8. 
Of almost 4,700 annual stipends awarded for regular 
graduate training in psychiatry, more than 2,000 
were to institutions in the Northeast. Slightly 
more of these awards 3yere to the Middle Atlantic 
than to the New England States. Not quite one- 
third of the stipend awards in psychology and in 
social work were to the Northeast region, which 
received 40 percent of the traineeship awards in 
psychiatric nursing. This region also received half 
of the annual stipends provided for trainees in the 
biological and the social science programs. The 
North Central region provided the largest proportion 
of stipends awarded in psychology and the smallest 
proportion of those awarded in psychiatric nursing. 

As seen in Figure 7, the five States of New York, 
Massachusetts, California, Pennsylvania, and Illinois 


received graduate trainee stipends numbering from 
1,100 to more than 2,300 during the 1948-1961 
period. These five States accounted for 48 percent 
of all graduate trainee stipends awarded during this 
period. Twenty-six States and the District of 
Columbia each received more than 100 traineeships. 

Trainee stipend awards are related to the popula¬ 
tion of each State in Figure 8. Here again, as with 
the distribution of total training funds by State, 
sharp contrasts are seen among the States in each 
region. Thus, in each of the four regions are States 
receiving more than 150 stipends per million popula¬ 
tion contiguous to States receiving fewer than 25. 
These contrasts are especially apparent in the West 
where, in several States, training facilities are not 
yet available. 

Distribution of Awards Among Grantee Institutions 

Training institutions receiving NIMH training 
grant support between 1948 and 1961 are grouped in 
Table 9 by total amount of awards received. More 
than 380 institutions participated as grantees during 
this 14 year period, the amount of funds received 
varying widely with the size of the training institu¬ 
tion and other factors. Thirteen institutions received 
more than one-fourth of the total funds awarded 
through fiscal year 1961. Three-fourths of all funds

awarded went to about one-fifth of the training 
institutions, with one-fourth of the total funds 
being shared by the remaining four-fifths of the 
grantees. 

The larger recipients tended to receive the larger 
amounts of support, both in funds and in numbers of 
projects. These larger recipients, in general, have 
received support over a longer period of time than 
have the smaller ones. Grantee institutions with 


total awards from fiscal year 1948 through 1961 of 
one-half million dollars or more had received grant 
support over periods ranging usually from 12 to 14 
years; periods of support for institutions with total 
awards amounting to less than $100,000 were usually 
only one to six years. 

Institutions in the upper range of total awards 
have been supported for an average of 12 to 18 
different mental health training projects, with awards 
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Figure

ranging from $130,000 to $160,000 per project for 
the entire period of support. Those in the lower 
range, usually the more recent recipients of grant 
awards, tend to have had less than two projects, at 
a total cost through 1961 of less than $50,000. 

Nine institutions in eight states each received 
more than $2.5 million in training awards between 
1948 and 1961 (Table 10). i As a group, these nine 
institutions received over one-fifth of the $130 million 
awarded. Within the core areas of training, the 
proportion of total awards accounted for by these 
institutions ranged from 17 percent for training in 
graduate psychiatry to 22 percent of the total awards 
in social work. Programs in the biological and 
social sciences were supported almost wholly within 
this group of institutions, which also accounted for 
about 60 percent of the total support in public health. 

Actual amounts of funds received each year by 
those ten institutions receiving the highest awards 
have increased more than tenfold during the period 
covered in this report, from about $50,000 in 1948 to 
about $650,000 in 1961. Yet with the growth in 
numbers of institutions participating in the training 
grants program, the proportion of total training 
funds awarded to the ten highest recipients each 
year has trended downward from 47 percent in 1948 
to 24 percent in 1956. Since then, the proportion of 
total awards received by the ten largest recipients 
has remained relatively stable at about 25 percent 
(Table 11). 

Schools of medicine have received a larger propor¬ 
tion of total funds than has any other type of training 
institution. During the period from 1948 through 
1961, medical schools received 39 percent of all 
training funds awarded (Table 12). These schools 
(numbering 84 in fiscal year 1961) have also been 
supported for the largest number of training projects, 
including most projects for the internship training of 
psychologists. 

Ranking second were the schools of social work, 
which received 16 percent of all mental health 
training funds awarded during this period. Next 
in order were schools and departments of nursing; 
these accounted for 12 percent of total awards. 
These in turn were followed closely by schools of 
arts and sciences (exclusive of nursing), to which the 
major portion of grants in psychology are awarded. 
Combined, these types of schools received 79 percent 
of all training funds provided in grants during the 
1948-1961 period.

mittee whose members hold positions of prominence 
outside the Federal government in clinical or research 
training in the field of mental health. The specific 
recommendations which the committee may make 
include: (1) approval for the amount and period of 
time requested; (2) approval in reduced amount, 
period of time, or both; (3) disapproval. If the 
recommendation is for approval, a priority rating is 
assigned to establish the order of payment. Since 
the total amount of funds requested each year has 
exceeded the funds available, awards are extended 
down to the lowest level of priority that can be 
reached within the funds provided in any given 
year. The Training Committee only makes 
recommendations to the National Advisory Mental 
Health Council, which in turn reviews the Com¬ 
mittee s actions and has the responsibility for recom¬ 


mending approval or disapproval of applications t:c 
the Surgeon General. 

It is of interest to note the relationship between 
funds requested by all applicants and funds actually 
awarded. The total of $130 million awarded from 
1948 through 1961 is about 62 percent of the total oi 
$211 million requested in training grant applications 
over that same period of time. The growth in 
amounts of funds requested and awarded is seen in 
Figure 9.

From an initial level of less than $5 million in 1948, 
the amount of funds requested for the training of 
mental health workers increased to over $40 million 
in fiscal year 1961. As is seen in Table 13, about: 
one-fourth of the amounts asked in the first two 
years of the program were awarded. Over the 
next seven years, from 1950 through 1956, total 
awards for mental health training ranged in the 
area of one-half the amounts requested. During 
the next three years, roughly three-fourths of the 
requested amounts were awarded, while the propor¬ 
tion dropped to about two-thirds in 1961. 

In interpreting the data presented in these tables, 
it is essential to note that those amounts committed 
in previous years, comprising a major portion of the 
funds awarded each year, are not subject to the 
competitive review and evaluation given to new 
applications. If only the funds requested and awarded 
in applications for support of new training projects 
are considered, the corresponding percentages of 
requested amounts awarded are substantially lower.

Thus, with applications for continuation of existing 
projects excluded, onlp 32 percent of the funds 
requested during this period were awarded. In 
contrast, 74 percent of the funds asked to support 
continuation and expansion of existing projects were 
provided. 

In Table 14, comparisons are also made among 
the various training disciplines in the proportions 
of requested funds awarded. These proportions 
range from 43 percent for grant applications in 
psychology other than clinical to 83 percent for 
undergraduate training in psychiatry. Here again 
it is of significance to note the differences between 
new and continuation requests. In the regular 
graduate psychiatry program and in clinical psy¬ 
chology, less than one-fifth of the funds requested in 
new project applications were awarded while two- 
thirds of the amounts requested for continuation and 
expansion of existing projects were provided. In 
certain of the newer areas of support, including both 
undergraduate and general practitioner training in 
psychiatry, substantially larger proportions of the 
funds requested in new applications have been 
awarded. 

In general, more than 90 percent of the funds 
awarded in the major disciplines have been for the 


continuation and expansion of existing grants. 
Certain variations have occurred, however, in each 
of these disciplines. Over half of the total funds 
awarded for psychiatric training in 1950 were for 
new grants, because of the introduction of under¬ 
graduate training in psychiatry in that year. Funds 
for training in clinical psychology and in psychiatric 
social work rose steeply in 1949 and 1950, with more 
than one-fourth of each year’s awards being made in 
the form of new grants. Relatively large proportions 
of funds provided for psychology in 1959 and for 
psychiatric nursing in 1957 and 1958 were for new 
grants, largely because of the introduction or ex¬ 
pansion of new programs. Funds awarded in new 
and continuation grants are given for the major 
disciplines in Appendix Table 43. 

The distribution of funds awarded each year for 
new and continuation grants is shown in Figure 10. 
Except for the initial year of the training program 
and fiscal year 1950, 80 percent or more of the funds 
awarded annually were for the continuation and 
expansion of projects supported in previous years. 
It might be expected that the proportion of funds 
allotted to new grants would tend to vary as a 
function of the increase or decrease in total funds 
awarded. Comparision of Figure 10 with the trend 
in funds awarded (^as seen in Figure 9) shows this 
to be only a very general relationship. The most 
marked exception to this relationship occurred in 
fiscal year 1957, when, with a 90 percent increase in 
available funds, 20 percent of the year’s funds were 
awarded in new grants while approximately 30 
percent went for expansion in existing programs. 
The year in which an actual decrease in total funds 
was experienced, 1953, was also the year in which 
the largest proportion of available funds were 
required for the continuation of existing grants. 

Summary 

In response to an increasing national recognition 
of the problem of mental illness and the need for 
adequately trained mental health workers, authority 
was provided by the Congress in 1946 for a program 
of grants within the NIMH designed to alleviate 
this need. Under this authority, funds are awarded 
to eligible public and private training institutioos 
to assist in the establishment, expansion, and im- 
improvement of training programs in the field of 
mental health. 

In fiscal year 1948, slightly over $1 millior^ was 
awarded for the support of such training projects. 
The annual awards for training have increased each

year except 1953; for 1961, the level of support had 
reached luore than $28 million. Three-fourths of 
the total funds awarded since the start of the training 
program were awarded between 1957 and 1961. 

Sixty-two grants were made to support training 
projects in fiscal year 1948. In fiscal year 1961, 
907 grants were awarded for mental health training 
programs. Beginning with awards of 219 trainee- 
ships in 1948, the training program has grown to 
provide stipend support for more than 3,300 graduate 
trainees in 1961. In addition, smaller stipends for 
extra-curricular summer study have been awarded 
annually in recent years for the psychiatric training 
of several hundred medical students. 

Trainee stipends have accounted for an increasing 
proportion of total funds awarded, approaching 50 
percent of the 1961 awards. The average number of 
stipends provided in each grant has also increased, 
as has the average amount of the stipend. 

In general, more than 90 percent of the funds 
awarded in the major disciplines has been for the 
continuation and expansion of existing projects. 
Variations have occurred, however, in each of these 
disciplines, largely because of the introduction or 
growth of new programs. 

More than three-fourths of the funds awarded in 
the NIMH training program from 1948 through 1961 
were for training in the graduate programs. In¬ 
cluded are the major core programs in psychiatry, 
psychology, social work, and psychiatric nursing, 
as well as the newer programs in the biological and 
social sciences. 

About one-sixth of the funds awarded were for 
undergraduate (prebaccalaureate) teaching in psy¬ 
chiatric nursing and for the psychiatric teaching of 
medical students. Four percent of the total funds 
awarded during this period were for the support of 
pilot projects, while smaller percentages were allotted 
to career teacher and senior stipend programs, and 
to special projects. 

The proportion of total program funds allotted 
to regular graduate training in psychiatry has declined 
from a beginning level of 42 percent to 23 percent 
in fiscal year 1961. However, with the undergrad¬ 
uate psychiatry program introduced in 1950, this 
discipline (^exclusive of the psychiatric training of 
general practitioners) accounted throughout the 
entire peripd for almost 39 percent of the total 
training activity. 

The graduate training program in psychiatric 
nursing, which was allotted about 19 percent of the 
funds available in the first year of NIMH training 
awards, received 6 percent of the total grants awarded 


in fiscal year 1961. The growth of the undergrad¬ 
uate program, however, has sustained the training 
in psychiatric nursing at about 12 percent of total 
awards for the entire period. Less marked de¬ 
creases are seen in the percentages of total funds 
awarded for training in psychology and in social 
work, from approximately 18 percent in 1948 to 
15 percent over the entire period. 

The proportion of awards accounted for by other 
areas of mental health training (the general prac¬ 
titioner program in psychiatry and other of the newer 
areas) increased from a few percent each year in 
the early years of the program to more than one- 
fourth of the total funds awarded in 1961. 

Over one-third of all training funds provided 
during the period 1948-1961 were awarded to training 
institutions in the Northeast region of the United 
States. One-fourth of all awards were to institutions 
in the North Central States, while those in the South ! 
received slightly less than one-fourth of the total. 
Except for a small amount of grant support to Puerto 
Rico, the balance of training funds was awarded to 
institutions in the West. 

Nine institutions in eight States each received 
more than $2.5 million in training awards between 
1948 and 1961. As a group, these nine institutions 
received over one-fifth of the total funds awarded. 

Schools of medicine have received a larger share 
of total funds than any other type of training institu¬ 
tion. During the period from 1948 through 1961, 
medical schools received 39 percent of all training 
funds awarded. Ranking second were schools of 
social work, which received 16 percent of the funds 
awarded during this period. Next in order were 
schools and departments of nursing; these accounted 
for 12 percent of total awards, and were followed by 
schools of arts and sciences (exclusive of nursing), 
to which the major portion of grants in psychology 
were awarded. Major recipients of funds among 
other types of organizations were general hospitals, 
psychiatric hospitals, and clinics. 

The $130 million awarded from 1948 through 1961 
is about 62 percent of the total of $211 million re¬ 
quested in training grant applications over that 
period. About one-fourth of the amounts requested 
in the first two years of the program were provided. 

In more recent years, from one-half to three-fourths 
of the funds requested have been awarded. Thirty- 
two percent of the funds requested by new applicants 
over the 1948—1961 period were awarded, as compared 
with awards of 74 percent of the funds requested 
for the continuation and expansion of existing 
projects.
